JACOB ROSENHEIM 
An Eightieth Birthday Tribute 


It is rarely the privilege of idealists 


to live to see the fulfilment of their - 


dreams. But to-day, 40 years after 
the Agudist foundation conference: at 
Kattowitz, Jacob Rosenheim, founder 


and lifelong guide of the movement, 


can-see the realisation of his dreams: 


the living restoration of the Torah 
nation within the Jewish people. That 


nation which stood at Mount. Sinai, 
which dedicated itself to God alone 
has again come. jnto 
being, unto ‘the third ane: the fourth 
generation, 

grew 
days of: Franktort. An the footsteps of 
his great master, Samson Rafael Hirsch, 
he learned there to measure the wisdom 
‘of the world by that of the Torah, and to 
‘set the eternity of Torah tiumphantly 
above this wisdom.’ Like Joseph of old 
he. went. out to. seek -his brethren,. and 
was finally. successful in bringing together 


: the Jewries of East and West, Chasidim 


and: Mitnagdim, the great Torah princes 
‘of. Lithuania and the Rabbanim of 


Western Europe, in one united movement. 


Immersed ‘in the metaphysics of Jewish 
life and learning, he has retained a youth- 
ful optimism, 
inspiration to his followers. 

In two.tragic. wars he -has seen the 
destruction’ of European. Jewries, the 
ereat reservoir of Torah-true Judaism, 
but wherever fate has destined that he 
should wander. from. Frankfort to Lon-

THE JEWISH POPULATION OF 
MANCHESTER 


By the Rev. Dr. 1. W. SLOTKI 


HE actual number of Jewish 
children in. the local State 


schools, in the school-year 1949- 
50, was, according to the figures I have 


collected from all the school depart- 
“ments in 


the area, in Manchester 
1.708: in Salford 498: and in Prest- 
wich and Whitefield, 643. In the direct 
schools, the Jewish private 
schools, and an open-air Jewish school 
the figures for the Jewish child popu- 
lation were 159, 490, and 50 respec- 
tively, or a total of 699. Thus the 
total number of Jewish children in.all 
schools in the Manchester area was 


3,548. 


Though statistics may sometimes 
in. this case, 
on solid ground, since every child. of 
school age must, in accordance with the 
law -of. the land, attend one. or other of 
We may, there- 
fore, be reasonably certain that. we have 
here a comparatively accurate figure of 
all the Jewish children in the area, irres- 


pective of whether they attend a religious — 


institution such. as: Talmud Torah. the 
synagogue Classes; or chedarim. | 


Basing ourselves on these figures, and 


allowing also a margin for the possible 


omission of any small private schools, we - 


may Obtain a fairly accurate estimate of 
the total Jewish population of the area, 
including both children and. adults. 


As the. official census returns in this — 


country ask no questions about. one’s 
creed or: denomination, there are no 
official statistics of the Jewish population”

A Roman Scribe

N the period preceding the dis- 

covery of printing in the fifteenth 

century, the art of the copyist was 
of incalculable value.
